Monday the exchange of visits between President Eisen- 
hower and Soviet Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev would 


give the world a badly-needed breather and 
Berlin flareup for several months at least. 


The decision was expected. In 
place of surprise was the hope 
that just possibly the agreement 
to exchange visits might give the 
deadlocked Big Four foreign min- 
isters conference a_last-chance 
opportunity to achieve some 
measure of success on the Berlin 
problem before its scheduled clos- 
ing Wednesday. 

POSTPONES QUARREL

conference said the visits would 
postpone at least for several] 
months any new quarrel over the 
Soviet demand that the West 
clear out of the divided city. 


Western government reaction

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Khrushchev Visit 
May Prove Helpful 


The dramatic and heartwarming re- 
ception given Vice President Nixon in 
"Warsaw Sunday is followed by an equally 
incredible announcement’ that Soviet 
‘Premier Khrushchev will visit this coun- 
try in September and that President Ei- 
senhower will return the courtesy in the 
fall with a trip to Moscow. 

Fast moving events have set Western 
Capitals to buzzing that fundamental 
changes are coming in U.S.-Soviet re- 
lations. The President will meet in Eu- 
rope with British Prime Minister Mac- 
millan and President De Gaulle of France 
prior to the Khrushchev visit. 


Groundwork is being laid for an 
eventual summit meeting. Presumably 
the President wants to assure our West- 
ern allies that an Eisenhower-Khru- 
ehcheyvy meeting is not a move to decide 
the fate of all the world, an objective 
Khrushchev has sought for a long time. 

One can only hope that Nixon’s trip 
and the subsequent visits by Khru- 
shchev and Eisenhower will lay the foun- 
dations for an accommodation with 
Moscow and the first real peace in two 
decades. There are, of course, obstacles 
which look almost insurmountable. But 
for the first time since before the Stalin 
era began, we are getting through to the 
Soviet people. 

No one could have imagined 10 years 
aco, for instance, that a vice president 
of the United States would be permitted 
to talk to the Russian people by radio 
and television, which Nixon did quite ef- 
fectively Saturday. No one could have 
imagined either the friendly reception 
given him by the Russians themselves. 

But the tumultuous welcome in Poland, 
following by only a few days a less-than- 
enthusiastic reception for Khrushchev 
himself, was the greatest event of all. 
Here the people of one of the captive 
nations served notice to Moscow and to 
tthe West that all the Communist propa- 
ganda and totalitarian methods have not 
destroyed Poland’s hope for freedom. 

The political implications of Nixon's 
welcome will be understood by the whole 
world. It demonstrates the reason for So- 
viet anxiety about the satellites and 
proves what would happen in case of war. 
The Soviet hold on Eastern Europe rests 
on force and force alone. It shows the 
weakness of this Communist hold.. All 
their propaganda to the contrary, the 
Soviets have not won the people of these 
satellites. 

Nixon’s trip to Poland did not change 
the fact of the nuclear age and that lib- 
eration by force is virtually an impossi- 
bility. It did not move the Kremlin from 
its intransigent position at Berlin. It did 
prove the Soviet “captives” want to be 
free. 

So let Khrushchev come to this coun- 
try. Let President Eisenhower go to Rus- 
sia. We can hope and pray that through 
open communications may come relief 
from the shadow which today hangs over 
all mankind.

Long Distance Rate Cut 
Is Excellent Exam ple 


Any price reductions in these days of 
spiraling costs is well worth some kudos. 

A case in point is the whacking of 
rates on long distance calls—a slash that 
applies provided the points you want to 
contact are far enough away and fit into 
certain categories. 

Some 47 million dollars of the 50-mil- 
lion-dollar reduction ordered by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission will be 
taken care of by the American Telephone 
& Telgraph Co. with the changes that go 
into effect in mid-September. The com- 
pany has promised to work out details 
regarding the other three million dollars 
later. 

This is a break for the customer and 
at the same time it stands to reason that 
lower rates will lead to increased use of 
long distance facilities. 

Moves like this one are anti-inflation- 
arv. With the cooperation of management 
and labor, other big giants of industry 
probably could do some price whittling 
or at least hold the line. Big steel is-a 
prime example of the advisability of such 
a course.

Know Where or Why
